ſo high in the Church of Reme, that when they would do 

great honors to the Virgin Mary, they were pleaſed to allow

Sin, and a Holy-day appointed for the celebration of the 
dream. But the Chriſtians in the other world are wiſer, 
and trouble themſelves with none of theſe things, but in 

ſimplicity honcur the Divine Attributes, and ſpeak no- 
thing bur what is eaſie to be underſtocd.

Religion is then the beſt, and the World will be ſure to 
have fewer Atheiſts, and fewer Blaſphemers, when the 
underſtandings of witty men are net tempted, by com-

Articles of Predeſtination, and this of Original Sin) were 
deſcribed, with incomparable wiſdom and temper; and 
therefore I have reaſon to take it ill, if any man ſhall 
deny me liberty ro ule the benefit of the Church's wiſdom : 
For I am ready a thouſand times to ſubſcribe the Article, 
if there can be juſt cauſe to do it fo often; but as 1 


impoſe upon no man my ſence of the Article, but leave 
my reaſons and him to ſtruggle together for the beft ; ſs 
neither will I be bound to any one man, or any company 
of men, but to my lawful Superiors ; ſpeaking there, 
where they can and ought to oblige.

But rather on the contrary is it true, Thar 
though by Chriſt we were really and legally made perfect- 
ly made righteous, it follows not that we were made ſin- 
ners by Adam in the ſame manner and meaſure: for this 
ſimilitude of S. Paul ought nor to extend to an equality in 
all things; but ſtill the advantage and prerogative, the 
abundance and the exceſs muſt be on the part of Grace: 
for if ſin does abound, grace does much more abound; and 
we do more partake of righteouſneſs by Chriſt, than of ſin 
by Adam. Chriſt and Adam are the ſeveral fountains of 
emanation, and are compared aque, but not æqualiter. 
Therefore this argument holds redundantly, ſince by 
Chriſt we are not made legally righteous, but by imputa- 
tion only; much leſs are we made ſinners by Adam. This 
in my ſenſe is ſo inſinitely far from being an objection, that 
it perfectly demonſtrates the main queſtion; and for my 
part I mean to rely upon it.

As for that which your Lordſhip adds out of Rom. 5. 19.

plainly ſpeaking of Original Sin, till Pelagius had pudled 
the ſtream : bur, after this, you may find S. Jerome in 
Heſ. ſaying, In Paradiſo omnes prevaricati ſunt in Adamo. 
And S. Ambreſe in Rom. 1. 5. Manifeſtum eſt omnes pec- 
caſſe in Adam, quaſi in maß, ex eo igitur cuncti peccatores, 


quia ex eo ſumus omnes; and as Greg. 39. Hom. in Exek. 


Sine culpi in mundo eſſe non poteſt, qui in mundum cum cul- 
p4 venit ; but S. Auſtin is fo frequent, ſo full and clear iu 
his aſſertions, that his words and reaſons will require your

our will be neceſſnated ro fin by Adam's fall, as it muſt 


needs be if it can fin when it cannot deliberate, then there 
can be no reaſon told, why it is more a fin to will evil, 
than to underſtand it: and how does that which is moral

differ from that which is natural? For the underſtanding 
is firſt and primely moved by its object, and in that motion 
by nothing elſe but by God, who moves all things; and 
if that which hath nothing elſe to move it but the object, 
yet is not free; it is ſtrange that the will can in any ſenſe 


be free, when it is neceilitared by wiſdom and by power, 


and by Adam, that is, from within and from without, be- 
ſides what God and violence do and can do 3 
But in this I have not only Scripture and all the reaſo 
of the world on my ſide, but the complying ſentences of 
the moſt eminent writers of the Primitive Church: 1 
need not trouble my ſelf with citations of many of them, 
ſince Calvin (lib. 3. Inſtit. c. 3. Set. 10.) confeſſes that 
St. Auſtin hath collected their teſtimonies, and is of their 
opinion, that Concupiſcence is not a ſi, but an infirmity 


only. Bur I will here ſer down the words of St. Chryſoſtome 
( Hemul, 13. in Epiſt. Rm.) becauſe they are very clear; 
Ipſe paſſiones in ſe peccatum non ſunt: Effranata vero 
ipſarum immogerantia peccatum operata eff, Concupiſcentia 


quidem peccatum nen e#t; quando vero egreſſa modum foras 


eruperit, tunc demum adulterium fit, non 2 Concupiſcentia, 


fed à nimio e illicito illius luxu. 


By the way I cannot but wonder why men are pleas'd, 


whereever they find the word Concupiſcence in the New 
Teſtament, preſently to dream of Original Sin, and 


make that to be the ſum total of it; whereas Concupi- 


ſcence, if it were the product of Adam's fall, is but one 


{mall part of it; [ Et ut exempli gratia unam illarum tra- 
dem] ſaid St. Chryſeſtcme in the fore- cited place; Concu- 


piſcence is but one of the paſſions, and in the utmoſt ex- 


tenſion of the word, it can be taken but for one half of 
the paſſion; for not only all the paſſ 
ſeible faculty can be a principle of ſin: but the Iraſcible 


ſſions of the concupi- 


does more hurt in the world; that is more ſenſual, thy is 
more devi//iſh. The reaſon why I note this, is becauſe 
upon this account it will ſeem, that Concupiſcence is no 


more to be called a ſin than anger is; and as St. Paul (aid, 


Be angiy, but fin not; ſo he might have ſaid, Deſire, or 


luſt, but ſin not. For there are ſome luſtings and deſires 


without fin, as well as ſome Angers; and that which is 


indifferent to verrue and vice, cannot of it ſelf be a vice; 
To which I add, that if Concupiſcence taken for all defires 
be a fin, then ſo are all the paſſions of the Iraicible faculty. 


VVhy one more than the other, 1s por to be told ; þur 
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that Anger in the firſt Motions is not a ſin, appears, be- 


cauſe it is not always ſinful in the ſecond; a Man may be 


actually angry, and yet really innocent: and ſo he may be 


luſtful and full of deſire, and yet he may be nor only that 
which is good, or he may overcome his defires to that which 
is bad. I have now conſidered what your Lord ſhip received 
from others, and gave me in Charge your ſelf, concerning 
Concupiſcence. END | 


Your next Charge is concerning Antiquity, intimating, 


that although the firſt antiquity is not clearly againſt me, 
yet the ſecond is. For thus your Lordſhip is pleaſed to write 
their Objection, LI confeſs T find not the Fathers ſo fully and 
plainly ſpeaking of Original Sin, till Peſagius had pudaled the 
ſtream; but after this you may find St. Jerome, Ge. 
That the Fathers of rhe firſt Four Hundred years did 
ſpeak plainly and fully of it, is fo evident as nothing more, 


and I appeal to their teſtimonies as they are ſer down in 
the papers annexed in their proper place; and therefore 


that muſt needs be one of the little arts by which ſome men 
uſe to eſcape from the preſſure of that Authority, by which 
becauſe they would have other men concluded, ſometimes 

upon ſtrict enquiry they find themſelves entangled. Origi- 


nal Sin as it 15 art this day commonly explicated, was not 
the Doctrine of the Primitive Church; but when Pelagius 


had puddled the ſtream, St. Auſtin was ſo angry that he 


ſtampt and diſturbed it more: And truly my Lord, I do 
not think that the Gentlemen that urg'd againſt me St. Au- 


ftin's opinion, do well conſider that I profeſs my ſelf to fol- 
low thoſe Fathers that were before him, and whom St. Au- 
ſtin did forſake as I do him in the queſtion. They may as 
well preſs me with his Authority in the Article of the dam- 
nation of Infants dying unbapriz'd, or of abſolute predeſti- 


nation: In which Article, St. Auſtin's words are equally 


urged by the Fanſeniſts and Moliniſts, by the Re- 


monſtrants and Contra-remonſtrants, and they can ſerve both, 
and therefore cannot determine me. But then my Lord) 
let it be remembred, that they are as much againſt St. 


Chryſoſtome as J am againſt St. Auſtin, with this only diffe- 


rence; that St. Chryſoſtome ſpeaks conſtantly in the argu- 
ment, which St. Auſtin did nor, and particularly in chat 


part of it which concerns Concupiſcence. For in the enquiry 


| whether it be a ſin or no, he ſpeaks ſo variouſly, that though 
Calvin complains of him, that he calls ir only an infirmity, 
yet he alſo brings Teſtimonies from him to prove it to be a

fin, and let any man try if he can tie theſe words together, 
(De peccator, mer. & remiſſion. l. 1. c. 3.) Concupiſcentia 
carnis peccatum eſt, quia ineſt lilli inobedientia contra domi- 
natum mentis: Which are the words your Lordſhip quotes: 
Coucupiſcence is a ſin, becauſe it is a diſobedience to the 
Empire of the ſpirit. But yer in another place, (lib. 1. de 
Civit. Dei, cap. 25.) Ila Concupiſcentialis inobedientia quanto 
magis abſque culpa eſt in corpore non conſentientis, fi abſque 
culpa eſt in corpore dormientis? It is a fin, and it is no fin; 

it is criminal, but without fault; it is culpable becauſe it 

is a diſobedience, and yet this diſobedience without actual 

conſent is not culpable, If I do believe St. Auſtin, I muſt 

disbelieve him; and which part ſoever I rake, I ſhall be 
reproved by theſame Authority. But when the Fathers are 
divided from each other, or themſelves, it is indifferent to 
follow either; but when any of them are divided from 


' Reaſon and Scripture, then it is not indifferent for us to 


follow them, and neglect theſe ; , and yet if theſe who ob- 
ject St. Auſtin's authority to my Doctrine, will be content 
to be ſubject to all that he ſays, I am content they ſhall fol- 
low him in this too, provided that they will give me my 
liberty, becauſe I will not be tied to him that ſpeaks con- 
trary things to himſelf, and contrary to them that went 
before him; and though he was a rare perſon, yet he was 
as fallible as any of my brethren at this day. He was fol- 


lowed by many ignorant ages, and all the world knows by 


what accidental advantages he acquir'd a great reputation: 
but he who made no ſcruple of deſerting all his predeceſſors, 
muſt give us leave upon the ſtrength of his own reaſons to 
[VJ 
All that I ſhall obſerve is this, that the Doctrine of Ori- 
ginal Sin, as it is explicated by St. Auſtin, had two parents; 
one was the Doctrine of the Encratites, and ſome other 
Hereticks, who forbad Marriage, and ſuppoſing it to be 
evil, thought they were warranted to ſay, it was the bed of 
fin, and children the ſpawn of vipers and ſinners. And St. 
Auſtin himſelf, and eſpecially St. Hierome, (whom your 
Lordſhip cites) ſpeaks ſome things of marriage, which if 
they were true, then marriage were highly to be refuſed, 
as being the Increaſer of ſin rather than of children, and a 
ſemination in the fleſh, and contrary to the ſpirit, and 
ſuch a thing, which being mingled with ſin, produces 
univocal ifſues, the mother and the daughter are fo alike 
that they are the worſe again. For if a proper inherent ko | 
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be effected by chaſt marriages, then they are in this particular 
equal to aduſterous embraces, and rather to be pardon d than 
allow d; and if all Concupiſcence be vicious, then no marriage 
can be pure. Theſe things perhaps have not been ſo muchcon- 

fider'd, but your Lordihip I know remembers ſtrange ſay ings 


in St. Hierome, in Athenagoras, and in St. Auſi in, which poilibly | 
have been countenanced and maintained at the charge of this 


opinion. But rhe other parent of this, is the Zeal againſt the 


Pelag ian Hereſie, which did ſerve it ſelf by ſaying too little on 


this Article, and therefore was thought fit to be confuted by 


ſaying too much; and that I conjecture right in this affair, 1 


appeal to the words that I cited out of St. Auſtin in the matter 


of Concupiſcence; concerning which he ſpeaks the ſame thing 
that I do, when he is difingag'd ; as in his books decivitate Dti. 


but in his Tractate de peccatorum merit & remiſſione, which 
was written in his heat againſt the Pelagians, he ſpeaks quite 


contrary. And whoever ſhall, with obſervation, read his one 
book of Original Sin againft Pelagius, his two books de Nu- 
 ptin & ConcupiſcentiatoValerius, his three books to Marcelli- 
nus, de peccatorum meritis & remiſſione, his four books to Boni- 


face, contra duasepiſtolas Pelagianorum, his fix books toClaudins 
againſt Fulianus, and ſhall think himſelf bound to believe 
all that this excellent man wrote, will not only find it im- 


poflible he ſhould, but will have reaſon to {ay, that zeal 
againſt an error is not always the beſt Inſtrument to find | 


out truth. The ſame complaint hath been made of others, 
and St. Jercne hath ſuffer'd deeply in the infirmity. I ſhall 


not therefore trouble your Lordthip with giving particular 


auſwers to the words of St. Ferome and St. Ambreſe, becauſe 
( belides what J have already ſaid) I do nor think that their 
words ate an argument fit ro conclude againſt ſo much Evi- 


dence, nor againſt a much leſs than that which I have every 


where brought in this Article, tho indeed their words are 
capable of a fair interpretation, and beſides the words quo- 
ted our of St. Ambroſe are none of his; and for Aquinas, 


Lombard, and Bonaventure, your Lordſhip might as well 
_ preſs me with the opinion of Mr. Calvin, Knox, and Bucha- 


nan, with the Synod of Dort, or the Scots Presbyters. I know 


they ate agairift me, and therefore J reprove them for it, but ir 


is o diſpatagment to the truth, that other men are in error. 


And yetof allche School- men, Bonaventure ſhould leaſt have 


deen urg d againſt me, for the Proverb's fake: for Adam non 


percadit in Bonaventura; Alexanderof Hales would often ſay; 


that Adam never ſinn'd in Bonaventure. But it may be he was 
not in earneſt; no more am I, The

The laſt thing your Lordſhip gives to me in Charge 
in the behalf of the objectors, is, that I would take into 


conſideration the Covenant made between Almighty God and 


Adam, as relating to his poſterity, 


To this I anſwer, That I know of no ſuch thing; 


God made a Covenant with Adam indeed, and us'd the 
Right of his Dominion over his Poſterity, and yet did 
— but what was juſt; but I find in Scripture no 
mention made of any ſuch Covenant as,is dreamt of a- 
bout the matter of Original Sin: only the Covenant of 


works God did make with all men till Chriſt came; 
but he did never exact it after Adam; but for a Cove- 
that God ſhould make with Adam, that if he ſtood, all 


his poſterity ſhould be I know not what; and if he fell, 
they ſhould be in a damnable condition, of this (I ſay) 
there is nec vola nec veſtigium in holy Scripture, that 
ever I could meet with: it there had been any ſuch 


Covenant, it had been but equity that to all the per- 
ſons intereſſed it ſhould have been communicated, and 


caution given to all who were to ſuffer, and abilities gi- 
ven to them to prevent the evil: for elſe it is not a Cove- 
nant with thera, but a Decree concerning them; and it is 
impoſſible that there ſhould be a Covenant made between 
two, when one of the Parties knows nothing of it. 

I will enter no further into this enquiry, but only 


obſerve, that though there was no ſuch Covenant, yet 


the event that hapned might without any ſuch Cove- 
nant. have juſtly entred in at many doors. It is one 
thing to ſay that God by Adam's fin was moved to a 


everer entercourſe with his poſterity, for that is cer- 
tainly true; and it is another thing to ſay that Adams 


ſin of it ſelf did deſerve all the evil that came actually 


upon his children; Death is the wages of ſin, one death 


for one ſin; but not 10000 millions for one fin ; bur 


therefore the 1 F affirms it to have deſcended on all, 


in as much as all men have ſinn d; But if trom a ſinning 
Parent a good child deſcends; the childs innocence will 


more prevail with God for kindneſs, than the fathers 


fn ſhall prevail for trouble. Non omnia parentum peccata 


dii in liberos convertunt, ſed ſiquis de malo naſcitur bonus, 


iy jag bens affectus corpore natus de morboſo, is generis pœ- 
ud liberat ur, banquam ex improbitatis domo, in aliam fami- 
liam datus : qui vero morbo in ſimilitudinem generis retertur 


atque redigitur vitioſi, ei nimirum condenit tanquam he- 
redi debitas pænas vitii perſolvere, ſaid Plutarch De iis qui 
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 feri a Numine puniuntur. ex interpr. Cluſerii, ) God does 
not always make the fathers fins deſcend upon the chil. 
dren. But if a good child is born of a bad father, like a 
healthful body from an ill affected one, he is freed from 
the puniſhment of his ſtock, and paſſes from the houſe or 
wickedneſs into another family. But he whoinherits the 
diſeaſe, he alſo muſt be heir of the puniſhment; Quorum 
natura amplexa eſt cognatam malitiam, hos Juſtitia ſmili. 
tudinem pravitatis perſequens ſupplico affecit, if they tur- 
ſue their kindreds wickednels, they thall be purſued by 
a cognation of judgment. E 
Other ways there are by which it may come to paſs 
that the fins of others may deſcend upon us. He that is 
Author or the perſwader, the miniſter or the helper, the af- 
one or the fo/lower, may derive the fins of others to | 
imſelf, but then it is not their ſins only, but our own | 
too, and it is like a dead Taper put to a burning light 
and held there, this derives light and flames from the o- 
ther, and yet then hath it of its own, but they dwell to- 
_ gether and make one body. Thele are the ways by which 
puniſhment can enter, but there are evils which are no | 
uniſhments, and they may come upon more accounts, 
y Gods Dominion, by natural conſequence, by infection, by | 
dleſtitution and dereliction, for the glory of God, by right ot 
authority, for the iuſtitution or exerciſe of the ſufferers, ' 
or for their more immediate good. »„VVVö g 
But that directly and properly one ſhould be puniſh'd | 
for the ſins of others was indeed practiſed by ſome Com- 
mon- wealths; Otilitatis ſpecie ſæpiſſimè in repub. peccari, 
ſaid Cicero, they do it ſometimes tor terror, and becauſe | 
their ways of preventing evilis very imperfect: and when 
Pedianus ſecundus the Pretor was kill d by a Slave, all the 
family of them was kill'd in puniſhment ; this was ſe- 
cundum veterem mortem, {aid Tacit. (Annal. 14.) for in the 
{laughter of Marcellus the ſla ves fledfor fear of ſuch uſage; | 
it was thus, I ſay, among the Romans, but habuit aliquid 
iniqui, and God forbid we ſhould ſay ſuch things ot the 
fountain of juſtice and mercy. Bur | have done, and will 
move no more ſtones, but hereatter carry them as long as 
I can, rather than make a noiſe by throwing them down; 
I ſhallonly add this one thing: 1 was troubled with an 
oObjection lately; for it being propounded to me, why it 
is to be believed that the tin of Adam could ſpoil the 
nature of man, and yet the nature of Devils could not 
be ſpoiled by their fin which was worſe; I could not 
well tell what to fay, and therefore I held my peace.
